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New 50-Cent Stamp 


Postmaster General G. Edouard 
Rinfret announces that on the 1st 
March a newly designed 50-cent post- 


age stamp will be issued to replace 
the current design of this denomina- 
tion. (It is expected the new stamp 
will be in use for some years.) 

The new issue postage stamp dis- 
plays a scene that typifies activities 
in the oil fields of Alberta. The ad- 
vanees made in the discovery and 
development of natural oil is recog- 
nized as one of the most significant 
post-war contributions to Canada's 
economy. The new stamp will be the 
same size as the current 50-cent post- 
age stamp, approximately 114”x1”, 
and wil be Green in colour. 50 
stamps to a sheet. 

First Day Covers of this new issue 
will be handled only by the Post Of- 
fice at Ottawa, and will be despatch- 
ed on the date of issue, 1st March, 
1950. In view of the high value of 
the new issue stamp no cover  ser- 
vice charge must be paid in order to 
have covers serviced by the Depart- 
ment. Principal post offices in Can- 
ada will have the new stamp on sale 
on the 1st of March. 

The usual rules apply to ordering 
of 1st day covers, which we have 
published time and again. In this 
instance such covers go to the Post- 
master at Ottawa. Remittances are 
to be payable to the Receiver  Gen- 
eral of Canada. U.S. customers remit 
in U.S. funds at current official rate 
of exchange. However, U.S. postal 
money orders are payable in Canada 
in Canadian funds. U.S. postal notes

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Prizewinning Collection Writeup 





Writing up of collections is some- 
thing we have heard much about but 
of which we have seen but little. We 
have seen many collections, some in 


cheap albums, others in leather 
bound volumes. We have seen them 
mounted carelessly and we've seen 
them mounted to the five-thousandth 
of an inch for perfect alignment. But 
for written up collections we've only 
seen a couple to the hundred. The 
best of these (and we're going to 
mention it, hoping the owner won't 
mind) is a collection of Mr. Gerald 
‘E. Wellburn's. Done in a copperplate 
style of handwriting it was further 
enhanced by carefully drawn pen 
sketches. Well balanced in the matter 
of subject matter and open spaces 
this written up collection was a work 
of art. 

Only by seeking beyond the stamp 
itself and learning about its purpose, 
its service and the history of the 
stamp’s country does stamp collecting 


proceed to become philately and not 
just collecting. Thus to collecting is 
added something more than mere 
pleasure. Research and placing of 


one’s findings in writing adds to 
knowledge. 


That many have never seen a writ- 
ten up collection prompts us to re- 
produce one in Popular Stamps. We 
recently received a duplicate copy 
(less the stamps) of a collection of 
three sheets of Canadian stamps 
which won the J. H. Garland Chal- 
lenge Cun for 1949 at the Bristol 
North Philatelic Society, England, 
with Mr. W. H. Waltham, of Bristol, 
the winner. Page one has been re- 
produced by an engraving on the next 
page. This will show the script and 
style of layout. Following this en- 
graving we present a typeset repro- 
duction of pages two and three. 
Though written for a British audi- 
ence, the various descriptives will 
also be of interest to Canadians.

A writer in a New York paper recently expressed the opinion that “of all 
stamps issued throughout the world since 1840 there is no single adhesive 
more interesting or instructive” than this stamp. To the outsider as well 
as to the Canadian himself the tiny engraving reveals the very heart and 
essence of Canada. Through a Gothic window casement symbolizing the old 
world culture from which the Canadian people sprang, we see five different 
methods of mail transport against a background which reveals something 
of Canada’s vastness, beauty and diversity. In the background is a lofty 
peak typical of Canada’s great mountain ranges. This is a free rendering 
of Mt. Cathedral in Yoho National Park. In the foreground is a railway 
line along which a transcontinental train is speeding and between the 


mountains and the fore ground is an arm of the sea 
down which an ocean liner is steaming. In the fore- 
ground there is a stretch of ground suggestive of the 
prairie with a pony express rider carrying a mail bag on 
which appears the smallest 20c bit of engraving ever 
attempted on a postage orange stamp. On the mail bag so 
small as to be indecipher able by the naked eye 
appears the words “Canad ian P.O.” This delicate piece 
of work was carried out by the Canadian Bank Note Co. 
of Ottawa. Two more meth ods of Canadian mail trans- 
port are depicted on this ingenious stamp. Beyond 


the train on a stretch of snow covered ground, a dog train mushes along 
with H. M. Mails, and in the sky to complete the picture and bring it up to 
date, are two air mail planes off to the hinterland. These two modes of 
mail conveyance are sharply contrasted yet quite characteristic of the Can- 
adian background for they are both in general use throughout the remote 
areas which cannot be readily served in other ways and the aeroplane is 
slowly but surely winning its way as a mail carrier between Canada’s 
widely separated urban centres,

Easter and Christmas Seal col- 
lecting are sidelines of Stamp  Col- 
lecting and just as fascinating. 


The first Canadian Easter Seal 
was issued in 1945 by the Children's 
Hospital Aid Society of Calgary in 
the Province of Alberta, and has 
continued until 1949 inclusive.  Bri- 
tish Columbia was next in 1946 with 
a seal issued by the Lions Crippled 
Children's Fund of Vancouver, B.C., 
and has continued until 1949 inclusive. 
Ontario had Easter Seals in 1947 and 
1948 issued by the Ontario Society 
for Crippled Children, Toronto. Man- 
itoba and Quebec united with  Ont- 
ario in 1949 by using the same seal. 
These additional distributors were— 
the Rotary Club of Montreal and the 
Kinsmen Club of Winnipeg. The 
Quebec seal was bilingual. 

The goal is to have a nation-wide 
seal which will be a decided aid in 
distribution. The first United States 


as printers identifying marks, 


Easter Seal was issued in 1934 and 
was participated in by eight States. 
This was a decided success with a 
sale of 22 million seals. The dis- 
tribution of seals has now risen to 
more than a billion with all but three 
States participating. 


As with Christmas Seals, the 
issues in Canada and the United 
States sometimes have similar de- 


signs. The Alberta 1945 and 1947 and 
the U.S. 1943 seals have only a 
slight difference in design and colour. 

A collection of seals contain  per- 
forated and imperf: fine and coarse 
roulette; and minor varieties such 
etc. 
All are offset style of printing. Pro- 


gressive colour proofs were first 
issued in 1947 by Ontario.

Anyone who saves Canadian Rev- 
enues knows that there are many 
interesting stories connected with 
these issues. 


For instance, if you were to make 
a collection of provisonal stamps, 
you would ordinarily find it very 
difficult and probably very expens- 
ive to acquire a representative col- 
lection. 

(A Provisonal is usually a sur- 
charged stamp issued to take care 
of a particular demonination which 
has been sold out.) 

In the current series of Canadian 
Revenue Excise stamps there are to 
be found many of these  provisonal 
items. And to the joy of the average 
collector a good many of these pro- 
visonals aren't too illusive. Recently 
the Canadian Government created a 
14c Excise tax rate. However, there 





just weren't any ]14c Excise Tax 
Stamps, as there had never been 
any previously issued. However, 


since there were overstocks of vari- 
ous demoninations it was decided to 
use some of these by  surcharging 
the new demonination over the old 
value, Therefor, some of these over- 
stocked stamps were surcharged for 
the new 14c rate, subsequently other 
combinations soon followed. Here is 
a list of the 14e surcharged pro- 
visionals.

INTERESTING BOOK 


“The Great Mail’, by Leonard V. 
Huber and Clarence W. Wagner, pub- 
lished by the American Philatelie 
Society, P.O. Box 800, State College, 
Pa., U.S.A., price $5.00, is a Postal 
History of New Orleans. Bound in 
hard covers, running to 200 pages, 
profusely illustrated, it is a most in- 
teresting book, and splendid evidence 
of the work the A.P.S. is doing for 
philately. While the  writer's inter- 
ests have leaned toward Canada phil- 
atelie matters, to the probable neglect 
of enjoyment in that of other count- 
ries, he thoroughly enjoyed this work 
on an historic section of our neigh- 
boring republic. He could wish that 
someone would do a like service for 
Canada. Space doesn't permit leng- 
thy review, but it deals with Louisi- 
ana from the time of the Louisiana 
purchase to end of the 19th century. 
Written from the angle of postal ser- 
vice development the authors have 
woven sidelights from history on 
Mississippi navigation, early rail- 
roading, yellow fever days, Louisiana 
lottery, etc., that would make the 
book interesting to the non-philatelist 
as well as collector. Essentially inter-. 
esting to those in the United States 
we hazard there are many Canadians 
who would enjoy this book. 
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WHAT WAS FIRST DAY? 


An Ottawa correspondent writes 
us that he was fortunate enough to 
secure stamps of the unrevised Geo. 
VI Canada issue on January 20th, 
first day on sale in Ottawa. He 
prepared a number of covers and 
got them in the mail during the 
afternoon. Another lot which he was 
unable to get in the mail before 
11 p.m. His afternoon covers came 
through with the Jan. 20th postmark 
but the later and far larger lot 
showed up with postmark of 12.30 
a.m., Jan. 21st. Naturally disappoint- 
ed and out of pocket he wrote the 
Philatelie Branch and was informed 
that the post office staff had not 
been alerted to handle first day 
covers as the P.O.D. had previously 
specifically announced that no first 
date of issue would be specified. 
Regulations require changing of 
eancellation dates at midnight and 
that the date appearing on his 
cover would be the actual date on 
which they were postmarked. It is 
also intimated that it didn't  neces- 
sarily follow that Jan. 20th was the 
first date of issue of these stamps, 
a itis known that they were  avail- 
able, at least some denominations, 
elsewhere in Canada on earlier 
dates. 

Popular Stamps would be interest- 
ed to learn the first day on which 
the unrevised stamps were put on 
sale anywhere in Canada. Jan. 21st 
is the earliest date we have noted on 
mail coming to this office. 


STAMPS BY MAIL 


With all the different dealers ad- 
vertising stamps in the various stamp 
journals of the land we have some- 
times wondered how there was busi- 
ness enough to go around. Then we 
realize that there are hundreds of 
thousands of stamp collectors. We 
also realize that selling of stamps is 
one of the big mail order businesses. 
True, there are dealers with pretent- 
ious stores in the city but we hazard, 
like our own Eaton’s or Simpson*s, 
and Sears Roebuck in the U.S., their 
mail order customers form a big part 
of the parent store’s business. Some- 
how buying by mail has an appeal— 
besides in many instances being a 
source of supply not otherwise avail- 
able to the customer who may live 


in the smaller place where there are 
no such stores. In our own intensive 
stamp collecting days we got a thrill 
out of buying stamps by mail. Dealer 
ads made us curious as well as offer- 
ing our needs. One had something we 
wanted, and another had something 
else. We learned to know many deal- 
ers by mail. We shopped around and 
made comparisons. The ones whose 
Service and personality, as judged by 
their mailings appealed to us the 
most had the edge on repeat orders. 
The indifferent we forgot. We doubt 
if we bought two per cent of our 
stamps over a dealer's counter, and 
the few times that we did there was 
never quite the same kick to be had 
as when we spent an evening brous- 
ing through the ads and dealers’ 
price lists for a selection of stamps 
to be ordered and delivered by mail. 
Somehow to us there’s something an- 
alogous or related between stamp col- 
lecting and stamp buying when the 
mail has so much to do with the 
matter. 


POD LETS DOWN BARS 


A correspondent suggests congrat- 
ulations to Postmaster General the 
Hon. E. G. Rinfret who through Mr. 
W. J. Turnbull, Deputy P.M.G., has 
authorized the sale in all post offices 
of postage stamps to collectors. So, 
without political bias we pass it 
along. The old order of no sale of 
stamps by postmasters to collectors 
received some advers: criticism in 
the U.S. press last fall. Whether this 
rublicity or realization on the part of 
the P.O.D. that sale of stamps to col- 
lectors affords a nice bit of revenue 
has resulted in the new order is be- 
side the point. No doubt there are 
numerous American collectors among 
our tourists each summer who would 
leave us welcome U.S.A. dollars 
through purchase of such stamps 
from local post offices, to say noth- 
ing of the convenience to collectors 
at home.

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Ontario “Nixie” 
List 


In an idle moment we picked up a 
1937 Post Office Distribution List 
for the Province of Ontario. At the 
back of the book were 19 pages of 


post office names under the heading 
“Nixie List, Ontario”, listing post 
offices closed and names changed 
since the inauguration of Rural Mail 
delivery. About 1700 post office 
names are listed, with probably 5% 
of these having been given new 
names. 

The thought coming to us 
that it would make an interesting 
postmark collection if one could 
gather the pmks. of these old post 
offices. Coming to the Mia we were 
startled to find there was once a 
post office named McCready, which 
reminds us that one has no mono- 
poly on a name, even though the 
family record shows that the writer’s 
father brought the McCready name 
for our branch of the clan out from 
the old sod in the late 80’s. Thus our 
line is limited to his three sons bear- 
ing that name, and of course the 
latter’s children. But then the post 
office wasn’t named after us. Yet 
that leads to another point, that the 
writer has resided in a number of 
parts at various times, far distant 
from each other, and always found 
there were McCreadys resident there 
before him—no relation whatever. 
So the Smiths and the Browns, the 
Blacks and the Joneses aren't the 
only ones sharing their names with 
the multitude. 

However, back to the Nixie List. 
There were lots of other post offices 
named after families. And besides 
those there were many intriguing 
names. Here are a few: Acacia. 
(must have been someone with a 
fraternal leaning who named that 
one), (Aloa (South Sea flavor), 
Antioch (biblical), Avon (Poetic),

*P.0." ON NEW BRUNSWICK 
POSTMARKS 
By Frank W. Campbell 


In the December issue I discussed 
the “W.0.” (for Way Office) mark- 
ings on a couple hundred markings 
for New Brunswick post offices. 

Three letters have arrived noting 
they have an error in that “P.O.” 
was used. This P.O. is not an error. 
It was used for the larger, or “Regu- 
lar" offices that were post offices 
in the full sense, the smaller ones 
being Way offices that were sub- 
stations, sort of, to the closest Regu- 
lar office. The P.O. just meant it 
was a Post Office, not a Way Office. 

These were used by the New 
Brunswick postal system for some 
years before Canada assumed con- 
trol in 1867, and as an idication of 
the proportion using them the 1865 
figures for post offices, indicated 45 
Regular offices, which would use 
“P.O.” and 369 Way offices, which 
would use 'W.O." 

After Confederation in 1867 these 
Way offices were gradually reduced 
by closing many, and elevating the 
larger ones to “Regular” offices.

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Some Varieties in the Recent O.H.M.S. O'prints 


By Colin H. Bayley, Ottawa, Ont. 


The appearance redently of the 
O.H.M.S. Overprints which are the 
first overprinted Canadian stamps 


to be put out since E9 in 1939 will 
undoubtedly result in a hunt for 
possible varieties (viz) missing 
periods, malformed letters, etc. 

I have recently had an opportun- 
ity to examine three sheets of each 
of the four lower values and find 
some features of possible imterest. 
The ic Plate 31 LR, 2c Plate 4 UL, 
3c Plate 34 UR, 4c Plate 49 UL. 

First of all with respect to the 
horizontal spacing of the overprint 
from stamp to stamp suppose we 
designate as “A” the horizontal dis- 
tance between the last stop on one 
stamp and the left hand side of the 
“0O” on the stamp to the right of it. 
In the sheets of one and three cent 
stamps the distance “A” between the 
first vertical rows of stamps is 8 
mm and for the other vertical rows 
9 mm.

Actually there appears to have 
been a shift in the type used in the 
overprinting of these stamps since 
in the one cent stamp, the overprint 
on the first vertical row is sym- 
metrically placed with respect to 
its distance from the sides of the 
stamp, whereas on the other nine 
vertical rows, it is shifted to the 
left by 1 mm, thus creating the dif- 
ference in spacing referred to above. 
In the three cent stamp, the over- 
print on the first vertical row is 
shifted 1mm to the right, the over- 
prints on the other nine vertical 
rows being centred. 


The two and four cent sheets do 
not show any irregularity of  spac- 
ing. There are no marked difference 
in the vertical distance between the 
overprints in any of the sheets ex- 
amined. 


Regarding minor flaws, I have 
noted the following which are con- 
stant on the three sheets examined:

Obviously the above study is in 
no way exhaustive and my only 
reason in recording it is to stimulate 
other collectors and dealers who may 
have access to complete sheets of 
these stamps to look them over care- 
fully and report their findings. 

Specifically, I would appreciate 
information on the following points: 

(1) Are the spacing differences, 
referred to above, constant in the 
higher denominations ? 

(2) What are the plate numbers 
and positions of the panes that have 
been overprinted? 

I think that an attempt should be 
made to get together a check list of 
these; this could be published event- 
ually in *Popular Stamps". After

all, the stock of overprints on the 
four low values will probably be 
soon exhausted and everyone knows 
how difficult it is to get this kind of 
information after a stamp is obsolete.

(Ottawa Journal, Jan. 21.) 
The Post Office Department pulled 


a “fast one" on  philatelists when 
late yesterday afternoon the  Can- 
adian stamps which were to have
